Treacnery ot tlie Texaa ;Traltdr>. \ 


The New Orleans'True 'iJelta of; Siitat- 


day contains the following account of the 
seizure of tbo steamer Star of tbe "West, 
which has already been announced by tele- 
graph : 


The expedition composed of about SO 


men, under command of Uol. jVau Doin, 
was hurriedly organised in Galveston^aud 
was made up of men from the Galvestou 
Artillei},the Island City EiSes ; the Guards 
ore Insb, and the Rjfles are a German Co. 
The party arrived-at Indianolj on Weilnes- 
day, and kept all ready, apparently an. mo 
manner interestediti,,the active, preparations 
pf'oing on for the debp.rbalion of the United,- 
States soldiers, which was effectpd by the 
aid ot the steamship Fashion, acting aa a 
lighter to remove the men to the Star of the 
West, wlii.oh lay outside. 
t 


> About half past 9 o'clock at night Col. 
Van Dprn and his.;band; quietly got on. 
Board the Gen. Busk, and made out to the 
Star of the West. 


When the Busk got witluu hailing, dis- 


tance, the captain of the United States ves- 
sel saug out to Uuow who was'approathing. 
Van Corn replied , 
" The Gen Rusk, with troops on board.' 
The an swot-was; correct to the latter, aud 


very icadily impressed the captain ot the 
Star of tho West that he was about taking 
on board his own men. His blissful agno-, 
ranee of his visitors' identity and designs 
.was not suffered to remain long. 


The vessels were made fas.'* without any 


suspic'on on one side, ot any demonstration 
on the other. 
Then, swift as lightning, the 


Texan band was over the bulnaiLs, and in 
virtual possession of the vessel. No effoit 
was made at resistance, for it would have 
been absurd; and,'comprehending fn an 
instant how matters were, the commander 
" gave up the ship " with the best grace he 
cbnld 'muster. 


i The vessel was put about for Galveston, 


and left Col. Van Dorn there. 


The next news we may have of that en- 


terprising officer will be that he has taken 
the U.S. troops prisoners, or else thatttiere 
has bepn a fight. The list infoimat»on 
about him was that he was organizing'nn 
expedition to start back again to Indianola, 
to look after the1 soldiers that should have 
left by the Star of the Wesl. The compact 
with them, to be allowed to leave Texas un- 
molested, was fulfilled when they got on 
board the Fashion: 
But as this vessel 


was not deemed particularly sea-worthy, 
they will most probably determine to land 
again, and that will be as getting from the 
frying pan into the fire. '

'• Brief mention lias been made by tele- 
graph of the terrific catastrophe that oc- 
cured at Oil Creek, Pa., by which fifteen 
I'ives were lost through the :explosion of an 
oil well on the Buchanan Flats. - A corred- 
p'pndent of the Buffalo ^xpress, 'in report-1 
iag the disaster, says : 


; i'hia farm contains, probably, more oil 


nyella, commenced and completed, than are 
found on the same number of acres in any 
oth'er part of the oil region. 
Unfortuatelyy 


tfae cupidity of operators has caused wells 
to be gunk in fearful proximity. 
The farm 


lies on Oil Creek, about three miles from 
its mouth and the AJleghany River. 
The 


well which caused this sudden and terrible 
loss of life, and destruction of property, 
was owned by Merritt. & Little', aud I un- 
derstand, had been a pumping well, but, 
failins in its supply, the proprietors were 
drilling it deeper. 
; 
• 


I They had reached the depth of three 
Hundred and twenty feet, when, at half past 
five o'clock on Wednesday, the''1-7th ih'st., 
the drill penetrated a large fissure 'in tlie 
rock, and immediately oil and -gas com- 
menced flowing out of the top of the well 
to the height of from fifty to one hundred 
feet, through'a five inch hole. The atmos-

The fearful suspense anc 
apprehension 'by which all of its inhabit 
ants from the.President down to-the lowesl 
citizen, laborer have been oppressed, 'was 
ended by the safe arrival on Thursday at 
9 P. M. of the N. Y. 7th regiment and o 
the 2th and Hth Massachusetts regiments, 
and the Rhode Island infantry under com- 
mand of Gov. Sprague on. yesterday after- 
noon. These .with the Massachusetts anc 
Pennsylvania regiments 
that 
preceded 


them, represent an aggregate of over 6,00( 
volunteers from the north, to which three 
more regiments from New York, 17th, 6th 
and 9th, and Col. Butterfield's 5th from 
Pennsylvania, a rifle battalion and artillery 
from Massachusetts that had arrived at An 
napolis Junction last evening, were to be 
added by rail this morning. All the above 
troops h'ad marched from Annapolis to the 
junction yesterday afternoon. 


The breaks in the railroad had been al 


repaired, and a train was sent clear through 
to Annapolis, to bring over the remainder 
of northern troops landed at that point, but 
after it had passed back, the track was 
again torn up by a secession sympathizer, 
so that on the return in the evening, the 
train was thrown off. A New York officer, 
whose name I was unable to learn, was se- 
verely injured by the accident.
